MISSIONARY REPORT. 


GRAND RAPIDS. Mich., Oct 4.-The 


American Board of Missions of the Con- 
gregational church began its annual con- 
vention In the Park church this after- 
noon. Rev. C. H. Daniels of Boston, sec- 
retary of the home department, presented 
his annual report. Mr. Daniels pointed 
out that the means for carrying on the 
work In the past year had been totally 
inadequate and that the' native agencies 
had been reduced 45 to 50 per cent. The 
salaries of missionaries had been reduced 
10 per cent. The receipts of the year, 
from all sources, omitting sums received 
for the debt, have been 1661,307, a gain 
over last year of 118,023, but less than the 
average for the past five years by $40,000. 
The total expenditures for the year were 
J682.469. The debt at the close of last year 
was 145,130, and upon this debt 125,902 .has 
been received. The total obligations rest- 
Ing upon the board August 31, 1898, were 
*40,291.

"Tie native Hawaiian is not a leader. 
He is born to tollow, and for that reason 
the old chiefs had great influence among 
the people. These natives in many in- 
stances long for the old'aays. They would 
like to be again under the leadership of 
the chiefs. This is impossible, however, 
as the old line is extinct. Following the 
custom of their people, the predecessors 
of the now famous Liliuokalani were 
chosen from among the people, the blood 
of- the nobility having" become extinct. 
They were under the old rule. They knew 
nothing of the advanced views and were 
willing to follow. As things are at pres- 
ent* they make good citizens. They are 
peaceable, faithful, and make excellent 
servants* Their longing for past days 
does-, not affect their attitude toward the 
-existing'order of things, and they are 
rapidly becoming accustomed to republi- 
canism* ' 
"The situation of the Islands makes 
them the center of oriental and occidental 
life. The Chinese are very numerous 
there and make very-satisfactory inhab- 
itants. I would trust a Chinaman any- 
where and with any amount oAmoney. 
They are the best of tradesmen. They do 
not cheat or He or steal any more than 
do the Americans in this country. They 
are in every way as capable of being 
trusted.. These people have been rapidly 
affiliating with the natives, arid the Inter- 
marrying has brought about a large pop- 
ulation of half-breeds. The Japanese do 
riot mingle with the natives and will have 
very little to do with them. There are a 
great many unmarried Japanese men tn 
the Islands. The men from other coun- 
tries come to the Islands and Intermarry 
with the natives, but this Is never the 
case- with the Japanese. The ease with 
which people from all lands have been 
able to reach Honolulu has made the pop- 
ulation very cosmopolitan, but they are 
as a rule. Inactive In affairs of govern- 
ment. There are agitators among all 
classes, but they do not have much Influ- 
ence. The people, and especially the na- 
tives, are Inclined to be satisfied. AH 
classes with any knowledge of American 
ways and forms of government desired 
reciprocity, or some form of government 
that would Insure stability. This was es- 
pecially* true of the Americans and the 
Germans. 
"The opportunities In that country for 
young men are scarce. Onh' a few can 
engage in a single branch of business, an 
practically atl the Dullness is done In the 
one city of Honolulu. Everything is Im- 
ported. Nothing but sugar is rained 
there. Hay, grain, toal, shoes and such 
commodivies are brought in from outside. 
This reduces the possibilities for the bu»- 
iness man. and at the game time Increases 
the rate of living. It costs one-third more 
to Hv« there than In Kew England. One 
nf the larse lines of my charity work has 


j been In helping people away from 
the 
Islands who have gone there with a view 
of finding some remarkable business op. 


j portunlty." 
Rrr. Mr. Birnle vent to Honolulu In thr 
Spring of JJs*. In January of that year 
she troop* of the revolution were quart- 
ered In the church of which he was to be 
pastor.

ON THE WARPATH 


Bloody Fighting Between 


Indians arid Soldiers. 


Troops Repulsed With Loss—In an 


Isolated Locality— Night Bat- 


tling—Indian Report. 


ST. PAUL, Oct. 6.—A dispatch 
from 


Walker, Minn., says: 


A boat from the scene of action has Just 


arrived. Fighting ''is still progressing. 
Maj. Wilkinson, one sergeant and three 
privates were killed and eight wounded. 
Kay Bay Gway Tish, chief of the Indian 
police, was killed. It was impossible to 
bring the wounded to town, for the In- 
dians kept up a constant fire on the boat. 
A special train with 200 additional sol- 
diers will arrive here at 2 p. m., and the 
reinforcements will be transferred to the 
scene of action as soon as possible. Not 
more than four Indians have been killed 
and only two wounded. 
Capt. Sheeban, head deputy United 
States Marshal, arrived on the boat with 
a flesh wound In the abdomen and one 
In the right arm. He says the Pfllagers 
do not number more than 100, but that 
they fignt as only demoniacal .savages 
can. Unless overpowered by superior 
numbers not-one of them will quit fight- 
ing while he' has any breath in his car- 
cass. They are holding put now with the 
:hppe th&it- the.Cas? Lok£JJuUaos will soon, 
'come to their;assistance. .If they should 
arrive before our troops are reinforced, 
the soldiers will have a desperate time 
of It After the reinforcements^get there, 
it will take two hours to embark them 
and two hours more for them to get to 
Sugar Point, tnerefore they will not be 
able to give much assistance until day- 
light Friday. The newspaper correspond- 
ents are all right. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 6.—A special to 
the Journal from Walker says: 
"I have just met an Indian named Man 
Ge uuh Bo, who came over from Bear 
Island in a canoe at 3 a. m. He says the 
loss of tne whites is teA killed and fifteen 
wounded. He denies that the troops have 
been wiped out, but says the Indians have 
had the best of it. ' Their loss, he claims, 
does not exceed five killed and wounded. 
The force with Bacon Is probably safe, 
'and more encouragement is felt about lu 
I have other Information that there are 
fifty dead Indians within a mile of the 
landing." 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 6.—A special from 
Walker, Minn., says: 
* 
"Firing was resumed over on the main- 
land at 9 o'clock. From the reports of 
the Krag-Jorgensens, I think the troops 
are far Inland. If this Is the case they 
are entrenched and. can hold their own 
unless their ammunition Is exhausted. In 
that event, there can be but one result,"

Government — Land System. 


Suggestions to Congress. 


(Chronicle, Oct. 1.) 


Senator Cullom said, after he had found 


his land legs and had had luncheon: "Our 
vlslt was. most pleasant and profitable. 
Tfe met representatives of the various In- 
terests. In -the Islands, and were able to 
look closely into the conditions that exist. 
In man# ways the visit of the Commis- 
sion was 'one which will have a far-reach- 
ing effect on the future of the Nation. I 
cannot say that there will "be any con- 
nection between the recommendations of 
this Commission 'and the determination 
of Congress in its deliberations as to the 
plans of government of other outlying 
territory. We visited the various islands 
and saw the industries. We met the na- 
tives, and are convinced that there wfll 
be no trouble with their future. 
They 
have still some loyalty for their Queen. 
but they are a progressive people, and 
will not allow their feelings to hinder 
them in their advancement. We talked 
with many of the leaders of the race, and 
they disapproved emphatically the at- 
tempt of some of the natives to make it 
appear that all were In favor of the res- 
toration of the monarchy. 
"I am especially interested In the at- 
tempt of tne Ewa Plantation Company, 
through Mr. Lowrey, its manager, to in- 
troduce California labor Into the sugar 
fields. This is an experiment which will 
attract the attention of the whole Amer- 
ican people and will do much to settle 
the question of the Americanization of 
the Islands. The families will not only 
be in the employ of the company, but win 
have a share of the proceeds of the fields^ 
which will make the experiment an in- 
teresting one from an economic stand- 
point. I shall try to have the report of 
the Commission in shape to submit to 
Congress when the session opens, since I 
think it is well to make the change at 
once, so that the new territory may have 
an early start in the matter of- tnairtng 
itself a place in| the Nation and advanc- 
ing along the lines of Americanism." 
. . 
Commissioner Hltt said that he - and 
his associates on the Commission had 
come back from Hawaii with a vast fund 
of information about the Islands, the 
people and their laws and customs, which 
would enable them to make a report tb 
Congress, and to the President soon after 
Congress convenes, in. December. 
•'The two Hawaiian v members ~of- -the- • 
Commission, Justice Frear and Pres- 
ident Dole, will join: us tn -Washington 
next month and we will hold one or two 
meetings there before completing our re- 
port," said Congressman Hltt. **We \rftt 
meet some time in November. Mr. Dole's 
visit is not a certainty, but Mr. Frear 
will certainly come here. The President 
has many duties that may demand his 
continued presence in Honolulu, but we 
hope to have him with us. These two) 
gentlemen can answer any questions as 
to detail in the matters that require our 
consideration, and their advice will be 
Invaluable, as it has been all along .since 
we held our first meeting in Honolulu. 
"I have returned with a profound re- 
gard and respect for the wise legislation 
that has brought about the existing sys- 
tem of Hawaiian laws. Hawaii has the 
most complete government on the face of ' 
the earth. There Is no city, or county or 
school district in the Islands. The Gov- 
ernment runs everything, from Its foreign. 
relations to the city band, and one matter 
that has impressed me most profoundly 
Is that there is no scandal, no complaint 
of maladministration. There has been no 
such thing from first to last. Of course 
where the population is as mixed as It 
is in the Islands, there are necessarily 
many differences of opinion, but the ad- 
ministration is untroubled by allegations 
such as are commoon in our city and 
county governments In 'the United States. 
The people of Hawaii stUI Justify the ex- 
pression of Minister Willis that they are 
•men of the highest integrity and public 
spirit.' That is the language be used m 
one of his fatal dispatches to President 
Cleveland. 
"The laws of Hawaii seem to have 
grown out of the pure necessity of things. 
They meet the conditions that abound in 
the Islands, and to modify them to meet 
the new conditions arising with the es- 
tablishment of American sovereignty is 
a delicate task. The land laws, for In- 
stance, are most wisely planned. We 
think we have a most perfect system of 
land laws in the United States. We have 
opr whole country divided Into townships 
and sections and quarter sections and 
so on down to acres and fractions of 
acres. We give a man 160 acres for a 
homestead. These things would never do 
In the Islands. An acre of taro patch is 
a big holding for a Hawaiian native, and 
requires as much labor arid close atten- 
tion as the farming of 180 acres of grain 
land In this country. The acreage of tare 
lands Is comparatively small, and there 
are wise regulations to prevent the con- 
solidation of these properties Into large 
holdings. You elmply can't buy these 
lands: they won't sell them to you. Above 
the rich bottom lands, where the taro te 
cultivated, are the sugar lands, nnd high- 
er up are the coffee lands. Above them 
come the grazing lands, which are of far 
less value. These conditions must 
be 
understood be-fore we can lecislate on 
Hawaiian land matters. 
"In other things I noted thr reflection 
of American Ideas and American Ituwn- 
tlons. 
Honolulu IP an American com- 
munity, and American spirit and Amer- 
ican enterpripe are rendlly dlscernaoie tn 
the codes of Hawaii. Their monetary sys- 
tem in American.

at noon on Monday that further than 
the simple old conditions "would not 
be placed in licenses issued to retail- 
era of liquors, other fran the exclusive 
"light wine and beer" licenses. It <was 
further stated that such.new provi- 
sions as It was desired to enforce or 
Impose would-be "codified" and pub- 
lished as "regulations'' and would thus 
he given the full force and effect 61 
statute, would be general and-would 
at most only require "no screens, no 
back rooms, no side or back en- 
trance^." 


Nevertheless, a license was issued 


yesterday that did have a new provi- 
sion or condition—Just one. This was 
that there should be no screens. -Mr, 
Cunha has the license.

It is said the Cabinet has learnec 


that there is risk'or question in the 
"regulations" route, that It is doubtful 
if the law contemplated exactly the 
use of the section that the Cabinet on 
Monday intended to make of It Any- 
how one license is out with a screen 
tabu. Some of the dealers are entirely 
satisfied to accept this compromise 
believing that in time the police wil 
find it necessary to order the doors 
closed. 


There is at least one member of the 


Cabinet, believed to be the Minister o: 
the Interior, who is decidedly opposec 
to tinkering with the. system. He 
urges that the changes suggested by 
his colleagues are too radical and wil 
produce disorder rather than bridle it

With- 
in one week after the signal more 
than 300,000 on each side can, confront 
each other, with complete preparation 
and without a want unforseen or neg- 
lected.

The situa- 
tion is such that the declaration of the 
truth, as it is known to the leading 


men, 
may precipitate a war with Ger-

Honolulu, September 29,1898. 


To the Planters. 


Gentlemen:—J submit the accom- 


panying prospectus for the considera- 
tion of your firm and all planters. 


The expenses attending the perform- 


ing of the proposition is considerable, 
as we (have found out in introducing 


.. Manchurians, so that in order to 


make it an object 700 or 1,000 must be 
applied for in order to make it a ship 
load. The steamer must be chartered 
to go to Corea and come to Honolulu. 


As the Japanese Government will 


not allow of the preliminary quaran- 
tining being done in Kobe, Japan, and 
as the expense will be considerable to 
have the steamer go to Shanghai or 
Hongkong, it will be well to waive 
this and have it all done here, unless 
this Government appoints some on« to 
perform the duties in Corea. 


But I see no reason why it should 


not all be done here. I should like 
your favorable consideration, so that 
I can send instructions to prepare the 
way by the steamer of October 8.

MANILA, Oct. 3.—The United States

PEACE COMMISSION. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—A cable to the 


World from Paris says: Tfie first shot 
was fired today In the pacific duel now 
going on at Quai-d'Orsay. -The Spanish 
Commissioners were staggered by-t*e de- 
mand for the retention of the Philippines 
made In a more or less modified form. 
The Spaniards asked for time to weigh 
the proposition, and, accordingly the 
next joint meeting will not be held until 
Friday. The nature of the American de- 
mands Is not known, but they were of 
such a nature that the Spanish Commis- 
sioners requested time to consult Madrid.

nadian Pacific Railroad will establish a 
new trans-Pacific 
line. The steamers 
Tartar and Athenian, of over 4.500 tons, 
win run between Vancouver and Vlaalv- 
ostock. Vladivostock will be the terminus 
of the transcanadian and transasian line 
respectively. The Athenian will sail first,, 
loading here and then proceeding to Port- 
land and Seattle, where grain will prob- 
ably be placea on board for Russia.

A .new figure has sprung Into the 


political arqna of the world's nations— 
tbe figure of a little Jap, with one leg, 
says one of the leaning papers of the 
States. He is .Count Shigenobu Oku- 
ma, the new premier .of Japan, And 
wJnat be lacks In a physical sense is 
more than made up in those mental 
qualities which have won for him the 
respect and admiration of his people. 
It is safe to say that rio foreign power 
will attempt to trifle with little Okuma. 


What Li Hung 'Chang .is to China 


Count Okuma is to.Japan, and more, 
lor he represents the people of Japan. 
In his recent-elevation to the premier- 
ship the death knell of the govern- 
ment of the clans .was sounded, and 
Japan now enjoys • the 
comparative 


freedom of party rule. It is really a 
' revolution in Japanese politics, ajnd the 


people are assured of representation. 
Count Okuma Is the father- of the re- 
formation. He has had ample experi- 
ence In the past as minister of finance 
and minister of foreign affairs. 


In order to thoroughly understand 


the situation it is; first necessary to 
take a brief survey of Japanese poli- 
tics. For the last thirty years Japan 
has been ruled by the ministry com- 
posed of the nobles of .Satsum and 
Cboshu. There were times when Tosa 
and Hizena men were menibers of the 
cabinet, but the latter were gradually 
frozen out, and of recent years all the 
important government positions have 
been filled by representatives of the 
two famous clans. .. 
Japan suffered long and patiently un- 


der this yoke of clan government, but 
finally the clamoring of the people for 
a change resulted in the establishment 
of the diet in 1890, and fit once it be- 
came the mouthpiece of the people's 
discontent. An address to the throne 
charging the government with misad- 
ministration or a v,ote of non-confid- 
ence in the reigning minjptry or the 
rejection of an-Important government 
measure became the usual feature of 
the diet. 
' 
The government would reply with 


either suspension or dissolution. The 
clan government managed to continue 
its existence,- as' there were no politi- 
cal parties stro'ng enough to overthrow 
it. 'The liberals and the progressives, 
the two leading parties, were'always 
•at loggerheads^ but on a recent meas- 
-_^^ 
_ - . . 
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without waiting'to ascertain tbe result 
of his fiendish work, drew a knife and 
very properly proceeded to rip himself 
up In ancient Japanese style. He died 
miserably, while the count still lives, 
enjoying the respect of the whole coun- 
try arid carrying with him'the hopes 
of millions of -hi* countrymen. 


Count Okuma is active in developing 


the modern science* la Japan. In 1880, 
with that far-sighted study of the na- 
tion's needs which characterizes all his 
movements, he founded an Institution 
of learning for young men. Just across 
the way from his residence, in a sub- 
urb of Tokio, known as Waseda, he 
erected the first buildings and endow- 
ed the institution with $100,000. 


This is known as the Toklo Semmon 


Qakko, and it has enjoyed great pros- 
perity. There are at present about a 
thousand students. The university em- 
braces three separate schools; one of 
Japanese law, one of political science 
and one of literature. 
The count's house is a delightful 


combination of the modern and the 
ancient Japanese. In tlw front his 
roome are carpeted, papered and equip- 
ped In European style, while; in the 
rear sections we find the little Japan- 
ese porches, sliding screens and pa- 
pered windows. His grounds and gar- 
dens are as fine as anything in Japan. 
He has. Indeed, an Ideal rural home. 
His post office address to No. 70 Shimo 
Totsukamura Minami Ttoahimagora. 


Count Okuma is happily married and 


dearly lovea tbe seclusion of his own 
home; Hte wife, the countess, is a lady 
of quiet -demeanor, 'and proves an ad- 
mirable hostess at their numerous and 
ever-hospitable receptions. The lady 
has many friends among the nobility 
and the youth of the land. She takes 
great interest in the Semmon Gakko, 
and Invariably graces the cpmmence- 
ments,and other public occasions with 
her presence. 
The only son, Mr. HWemarn Okuma, 


heir to ;the title, Is forty years of age. 
He spent seven, years in the United 
States pursuing his studies, graduating 
at (Princeton in 1878. He returned to 
Japan in time to be the first manager 
of tbe college his father founded. He 
still devotes part of his time to teach- 
ing certain branches, in the Semmon 
Gakko. Well versed in English lan- 
guage and literature, he still maintains 
ah interest in all things American, es- 
pecially those connected with his alma 
mater, Princeton. 


In the new Japanese Cabinet two 


members of the former cabinet have, 
been- retained, Viscount Taro Katsura, 
minister of the army, and Marquis 
Torimichl Salgo, minister of 4he navy, 
a high compliment to their merits.

The leaders of the two parties, Count 


Okuma an'd Count Itagaki, got togeth- 
er, and as a result the great popular 
party under the name of "Kensei-to," 
or constitutional party, was born. The 
inauguration ceremonies of the new 
party were conducted on June 22. 


As a result of this Marquis Ito re- 


signed the premiership, and his ex- 
ample was followed by all the other 
cabinet ministers. Marquis Ito, him- 
self a man of keen and far-sighted 
judgment, had previously urged th« 
necessity of changing a policy that held 
aloof from political parties. But he 
met with no support, so he resigned, 
and in doing so he recommended to the 
emperor as his successor Count Okuma, 


The emperor summoned Counts Oku- 


ma and Itagaki to the court, and they 
•were intrusted with the task of a cab- 
inet formation, with the resujt that 
Okuma accepted th» premiership and 
at the same time became minister of 
foreign affairs. 
The change In the 


ministry was at once announced and 
went into effect at once. 
This very thing was predicted by tne 


late John A: Cockerill in 1895, when he 
was the Herald's special commissioner 
In Japan. In one of his letters Mr. 
Cockerill said, in speaking of Count 
Okuma:' "Without ever having set 
foot outside of Japan, and without un- 
derstanding a word of a foreign lan- 
guage, he seems to have grasped the 
genius of his own country and the spir- 
it of the age more fully than any other 
citizen of Japan witt whom I have yet 
conversed. He is a great force today, 
although retired from all active politi- 
cal life and public service. It is the 
universal belief that should this war 
result In a political revulsion, as now 
seems more than a probable, he will 
succeed Viscount Mutsu in the foreign 
office, and he may even be lifted into 
the premiership, now held by Count 
Ito. This much is hoped for by the 
vast party behind him." 
Count Okuma is a native of HUen, a 


province of Kyusyu Island, and is near- 
ly slrty years old. But he still calla 
himself young man. His father was 
one of tbe IJUen clan, but was not 
blessed with an abundance of this 
world's goods. Meager as ^oppor- 
tunities were, Okuma. never neglected 
»n opportunity to cultivate the emi- 
nent scholars and leading men of hli 
time, and he learned to take a deep In- 
terest in the affairs of his country.
